The Russians, with the exception of one 
man, left the destroyer during the after- 
noon This last man lit fuses and blew 
up the vessel, 

There were three dull explosions, which 
were scarcely discernible a hundred y 
from the place where they occurred. 

Almost simultaneously the Restoropny 
sunk and settled on the bottom. A bat- 
tle spar marks her grave. © 

It is impossible tonight to secure an 
explanation of the action of the Rua- 


\sians, but it is belleved they were deter- 


mined not to allow a repetition of the 
Ryeshitelni incident.

Caldwell, of this city, who at thé time 
admitted his responsibility for the ter- 
rible wreck on the Southern railroad 
mear New Market, Tenn., early in Sep- 
tember, in which sixty-two lives were 
lost, has been indicted by the grand 
jury of Jefferson county, Tennesse?, for 
criminal negligence. The indictment was 
found at Dandridge today. 

Caldwell was conductor on the west- 
bound passenger train which overran Its 
orders to meet the eastbound passenger 
at New Market and crashed into the 
eastbound train a few miles west of 
New Market His engineer, the only 
other man who could have been held 
responsible, was buried beneath his en- 
gine in the crash. The penalty for crimft- 
nal negligence in this state is imprison- 
ment from two to ten years. 

It is stated that Caldwell, who is still 
fin Knoxville, will be arrested tomorrow. 
Attorney General W. H. Buttram, of 
Jefferson circuit court, states that ¢ 
received a letter from Judge C. W: He 
kell, of Memphis, whose son, 
Heiskell, was killed in the 
questing him to prosecute Caldwell on th 
charged named. Acting upon this re- 
quest, the indictment was obtained.

The Port Arthur newspaper, Novikral, 
og November il, copies of 
which were brought to Chefoo this 
morning by the Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer Ratstorophy, prints brief de- 
talls of a daring exploit which resuited 
in the sinxtng of a four-funneled Jap- 
anese torpedo boat destroyer, 

Japanese torpedo boats and ore de- 
stroyer were engaged in removing mines, 
mostly their own, from Tache bay, on 
November 3. Midshipman Dimitrieff 
conceived the idea that he coulc tor- 
pedo the Jaganese boats under cover 
of darkness as the latter were very 
busy and enjoying 4 fancied security. 
It was the very audacity of the plan, 
The Novikrai says, that made it suc- 
cessful. 

Securing a steam launch from the 
battle ship Retvizan, one carrying 42 
torpedo tube, and accompanied by half 
a dozen silent volunteers, Midshipman 
Dimitrieff, In the dense darkness, slip- 
ped out of the harbor and succeeded 
in evading the Japanese search lights. 

Circling around the Japanese boats 
with the Jlaunch moving at top speed the 
‘midshipman cams within striking dis- 
| tance from the seaward side and launch- 
ed his projectile. It speq through tv 
the destroyer.

of the horrible slaughter and the ter- 
rible losses sustained by both sides in the 
operations around’ Port Arthur. 

“I wil] venture the assertion,” says 
Pishop, Galloway, ‘‘that the Japanese 
alcne have lost more than forty thou- 
‘cand men In the effort to capture Port 
Arthur, The full extent of the losses 
‘have never been made known, for the 


| Jepanese cremate the bodies of their sol- | 


idiers slain in battle, When I lert Japan, 
‘all the military hospitals were filled to 
‘overflowing, and there are «rom forty 
ithousand to fifty thousand soldierg un- 
lder treatment for wounds received in

| ‘As to the outcome of the struggle 
in the Far East, the Japanese can reach 
but one conclusion. They feel victory in 
their bones, and the populace at home 1s 
in constant readiness for the celebration 
of victory.

FIGHT TO THE LAST. 
SLOGAN OF STOESSEL 


Late Dispatches From Port Arthur Indicate. That 
General Has Not Asked for Permission to 
Surrender Fortress to Japanese. 


St. Petersburg, November 16.—No 
definite knowledge is obtainable up to 
half past 5 p. m regarding the nature 
of General Stoessel’s report to the em- 
peror, but the fact that he considers it 
advisable to sacrifice the torpedo de- 
stroyer Restoropny in order to com- 
municate it inuicates. urgency which 
naturally has aroused all sorts of alarm- 
ist rumors. One is that the Port 
Arthur squadron is about to make 
another effort to escape. The pre- 
vailing belief is that General Stoessel 
has asked for instructions whether to 
surrender, the condition of the garrison 
being reported a sdesperate. In official 
circles, however, the firm belief is ex- 
pressed that General Stoessel will not 
yield. 


Chefoo and from the agent of the finance 
ministery reporting the arrival of the 
@estroyer at Chefoo, although they throw 
little light on the situation at Port 
Arthur, do not indicate a crisis. The 
latter dispatch is brief, simply saying 
that the Restoropny reports alj well at 
Port Arthur.

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MEN SURVIVED 
GREAT STORM 


Fearful Experiences of Crew of 
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Recent Gale. 


GREAT WAVES SWEPT 
OVER BOUND SAILORS 


Further News From Along the Coast 
| §hows That Storm Was One 
of Worst On Record—Great 
Liners Were Buffeted 

By Waves.

Philadelphia. Pa., November 1t!.—After 
‘having been lashed to a mast for more 
‘than 24 hours and with hope of rescue 
almost abandoned, Captain Fisher and 
'ecrew of seven men of the brig C. Cc. 
| Sweevey were taken from their peril- 
/ous position Tuesday afternoon by the 
| steamer Hawatian from Honolulu for 
| this port. 

The men suffered greatly from expos- 
‘ure to the weather, but are apparently 
no worse for their experience. The brig 
left Charleston early last week for Phil- 
adelphia with a cargo of lumber, and 
encountered the southern hurricane Sun- 
day off the Virginia coast. The brig 
withstood the terrible wind and sea for 


'a short time only, and then became 
| waterlogged. The deck load and houses 
were swept away, and the vessel finally 
| broke in two. 

The crew then climbed the main mast 
and lasheg themselves in the main sal!s 
to keep from being washed away. They 
remained in this position until Mon- 
day afternoon, by which time the sea 
had moderated enough to permit them 
to return to the deck of the half sunken 
hulk. No vessel was sighted until Tues- 
day morning, when the Hawaiian re- 
sponded to their distress signals and 
rescued all hands.

Birmingham, Ala.. November 16.—At 
today’s session of the National Associa- 
tion of the Railway Commissioners, the 
various committees reported. Isaac S. 
Brown, of Pennsylvania, presented the 
report of the executive committee, which 
@ealt, among other things, with the mat- 
ter Of damages for injuries and the wel- 
@are of passengers and common shippers. 
Upon recommendation the- next execu- 
tive committee was instructed to prepare 


a bill for enactment into law by the va- |, 


rious state legislatures covering these 
subjects, defining the rights of each party 
in the premises 

The same report also dealt with the 
matter of competitive lines, and took 
grounds against sta‘es encouraging the 
construction of such lines when said 
states have power over the single lines. 
The contention was made that compeit- 
tive lines encourage mergers and combi- 
nations. The committee recommended 
the preparation of a bill for adoption by 
state legislatures along these lines, The 
report was adopted. 

W. W. Morgaridge, of Pennsylvania, 
reported for the committee on classifica- 
tion and operating expenses of electric 
railroad. It recommended the same clas- 
aification as wag adopted in Denver and 
later in the states of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Vermont, Illinois and others. 

Judge Judson C. Clements, of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, presented 
the report of the committee on legisla- 
tion. The report said that the Elkins 
act has operated thus far to largely di- 
minish rebates amd other devices to se- 
cretly cut the tariff rate and thereby 
produce discrimination between shippers. 
On the other hand, new forms apd new 
methods are constantly being devised and 
applied to accomplish the same result. 
Because of complaints among shipers at 
the failure of roads to furnish cars for 
moving freight, there is much discussion, 
the report says, of what is termed recip- 
rocal demurrage. However, it is recom- 
mended that the matter be fully discuss- 
ed by the convention before any action 
is taken. The report adds that there is 
no definite requirement in the federal 
statutes for federal carriers to furnish 
ears to shippers and the only method 
by which damages can be obtained Is 
to show unjust discrimination.

We must sect our seal of ap- 
proval upon right living and create a pub- 
lic sentiment tnat shail condemn wrong 
living. We should see to it that by no 
word of act we shield the criminal ele- 
ment of our race. We should let the 
world understand that we are just as 
anxious to seek out and see that our 
Criminals are brought to proper punish- 
ment as any other race. 


As to Social Epuality. 


“Right here I want to repeat what I 
have often said in the past in the direc- 
tion of freeing, if I can, the minds of our 
friends from apprehension of danger in 
two directions, It has been my privilege 
to mingle freely with the leaders of the 
race in every part of this country, and 
I say without hesitation that the negro 
does not consider social intermingling 
with any other race as one of the essen- 
tials for his development. Neither is the 
negro seeking in any part of this country 
as a race, to control the white race in 
matters of government. In purely social 
matters the negro finds all the satisfac- 
tion that he wishes among the members 
of his own race, and in proportion as 
education increases the number of intel- 
legent negroes, in the same proportion 
wilt he find such satisfaction increased 
because of the enlarged number of men 
and women with whom he can find as- 
sociation with satisfaction.

W. Dabney was tod.iv inaugurated presi- 
dent of the University of Cincinnati. Mr.

“Democracy and the School.” He said 
in part: 

‘Let us cast our of our minds all argu- 
ments for\the free education of all the 
veople. It is true that it Days a com- 
munity to educate all its youth, but the 
public school is not a charity institu- 
tion. School houses and schoo] masters 
are cheaner than jails and soldiers, but 
we do not found the public school on 
any such ground as this. -Such argu- 
ments for free schools are little less 
than an insult to a free people. The 
true democracy is something nobler than 
a policeman guarding and protecting our 
property and our rights. The democracy 
established 
new citizens and to 
government, and when it shall have done 
its duty In this respect there will ve no 
need of policemen and soldiers. 


millions for warships and _ s0 
armies and navies is enough to give 
devils joy. If we spent one-fourth of this 
treasure in schools and missions, the 
whole world would soon be ours in bonds 
of love. and there would be no need of 
these engines of death and destruction. 

‘Men have, indeed, a right to zov:rn 
themselves, but without education men 
have not the capacity. Suffrage is not 
a natural right, but a privilege agsigned 
to those who qualify themselves ‘for its 
proper exercises in accordance with a 
standard fixed by the state. 
“Democracy means self-government: 
self-government necessitates universal 
education, and universal education can 
only be accomplished by free prbdiic 
schools under the control of all the 
people.”’

What They Say In Notes. 
Childers, in his note, states tnat Ne 
Was short a few hundred dollars, and

He disclaimed any appropriation 
of money for his own use and said that 
he did not care to stand the checking up 
of his accounts by tNe auditor, and for 
that reason had gone away. He gave no 
‘intimation as to where he had gone,

Mr. Shackleford applied for a «patent 
only after giving the device thorough, 
practical test, and after having submit- 
ted it to and received the assurance of 
several electrical experts that it would 
do all that is claimed for it. 

The device is quite simple and inex- 
pensive and can be readily applied to any 
make or style of telephone. Mr. Shackle- 
ford is receiving a number of offers for 
the patent right, but he will not sell until 
he has fully ascertained the true value 
of his invention. He is somewhat of 
an inventive genius and has several other 
devices of differing natures worked out, 
but this is the only one for which he has 
applied for a patent. 

He has friends all over the state, és- 
pecially among the newspaper fratér- 
nity, who would be rejoiced to see him 
meet with the success in a financial 
way that is now his promise from his 
patent.

| was given to the press for publication: 

“Resolved, That this conference. when 
it does adjourn, adjourn to meet not 
lute? 
the conference again convenes, whether 
On December 6 or earlier, the raiload rep- 
resentatives will be prepared to make a 
definite report of the severa] propositions 
trom the committee appointed by the At- 
lanta city council.”’ 

This resolution was introduced by the 
‘railroads early during the session of yes- 
| terday afternoon and represents the 
Unanimous action of the roads. it was 
‘agreed to by the committee of citizens 
|after some discussion, and under it a 
motion to adjourn was adopted without 
Oppesition. 

The “propositions” referred to in the 
‘resclution consist of proposals to reduce 
‘various eight rates upon articles of 
‘numerous classes. 

The Rativoad Position. 

The milk in the cocoanut is that the 
‘railroads contend that it will be useless 
‘for them to reduce Atlanta freigit rates 
and make them equal to the Birmingham 
rates unless the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Frisco System, the Norfolk and 
Western and other roads agree to accept 
the reduction, for the reason that these 
| roads ean reduce rates to Birmingham 
‘and other points and leave Atlanta as 
}she is at present; that is, she will have 
'rates that are low enough, but which 
are not equal to the rates given other 
cities, 

Representatives of the railroads desire 
conferring with the roads that reach Bir- 
mingham, namely the ‘Frisco and the 
Lovisville and Nashville, regarding the 
“western rates, and with the Norfolk and 
| Western, the Pennsylvania, the Balti- 
‘'ricre and Ohio, and other roads out of 
‘the east, regarding the eastern rates, 
before answering the request of the At- 
lanta committee for a reduction of freight 
rates here. 

The railroad men told the committee 
that unless these roads agree to the re- 
|\duction and consent to he bound by them 
ithe roads entering Atlanta cannot do any- 
'thing.. It was with this statement that 
‘the conference adjourned until December 
|6 or such a date as pleases the railroad 
— 


Hopeful Feeling Prevails. 
Notwithstanding shis the committee of

'The good feeling that prevailed dying 
the meeting and the positions taken by 
the railroad men, together with the utter 
lack of anything acrimonious or in-

The comments are various, but the majority view seems to ac- 
cord with the sentiments expressed in these columns yesterday. A 
revival that is a true outpouring of the Holy Spirit will inspire prac- 
tical charity, increasing rather than diminishing the sum that would 
ordinarily be spent by the community in relieving want and desti- 
tution.

ular approval. In his discharge of this 
trying duty he justified to the fullest 
degree the great confidence imposed 
in him by his ruler and his people, 
and his record in the field is one of 
almost continual success. He has ad- 
vanced across the almost impregnable 
summits of obstructing mountains, 
driving the enemy before him and 
throughout the terrific seven days’ 
battle of Liao-Yang, in the early part 
of September, his conduct and that of 
the command under him was such as 
to win the admiration of the world 
and stand out as truly remarkable in 
military history. It will be recalled 
that his detour from Anping to cut off 
the Russian forces from the railroad 
would have been successful but for the 
masterful retreat of Kuropatkin. 

Baron Kuroki is 62 years of age and 
has embraced the Christian religion 
Reports from Georgia missionaries 
formerly residing in Japan, state that 
the baron is a member of the Presby- 
terian church, which has many adher- 
ents among the subjects of the little 
emperor. . 

The continuance of General Kuroki 
at the head of his forces is @ reasona- 
bly safe assurance that the victory 
which has met his arms in the past 
will be continued in the future, to the 
glory of the Japanese forces.

The homeless Nazarene who 
founded this divine faith did not tramp the dusty highways of 
Judea offering the hungry a spiritual stone. He ministered to the 
sick and suffering with genuine human concern and infinite pity. 
He bade his hearers give away their coats and their cloaks, also. 
“Sell all that thou hast and give to the poor, then come follow 
Me!” The supreme test in His inspired vision of judgment ended 
with this significant declaration: “Inasmuch as ye have done it to 
the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto Me.” 

“The least of these!” God knows, the humble streets and al- 
leys of the Christian city of Atlanta have many such! Some of 
them may, Lazarus-like, have reached out their gaunt hands for the 
crumbs of divine truth that fell from the spiritual table of the recent 
great revival in our city, and the while their physical stomachs may 
have been empty. More of them, doubtless, deemed their poor 
raiment unfit for the house of prayer and did not venture from the 
familiar haunts of poverty. Perhaps, the earnest-faced men and 
women who listened with rapt spirit to the eloquent words of the 
stranger evangelists were too well nourished and too well clad to 
have, in everyday life, much in common with “the least of these” 
of the urban highways and hedges. 

Be this as it may, Christianity does not mean to shut its eyes 
for delectable visions of the hereafter and at the same time shut out 
“the submerged tenth” from its visual range. 

Now let the good people of Atlanta who freely contributed 
$7,500 to organize and conduct the recent great revival in His name 
show that Christianity and ‘charity go hand in hand together! Let 
the city show its physical Christianity in such substantial fashion 
on next Thanksgiving day and next Christmas! 

To be explicit, let all doubters be shown that it is an easy mat- 
ter for Christian Atlanta to raise an equal sum—$7,500—to 
be given to Atlanta’s poor and needy, regardless of race, color or 
previous condition of worthiness! That old proviso of “worthy” as 
the inevitable adjective of “poor” has no place in the Christian vo- 
cabulary. 

The Constitution, knowing the heart of Atlanta as it does, be- 
lieves the Business Men’s Gospel Union will unhesitatingly volun- 
teer to duplicate the collections for the revival and devote every 
dollar of the fund to local charity and the brightening of hundreds 
of poor homes in the city on Thanksgiving day and Christmas. We 
have no doubt as to what the public response will be to that kind 
of a call. 

Thanksgiving day is at hand! The generality of Atlantans 
will, in celebration of the glad occasion, sit dewn to tables crowded 
with the traditional turkey and cranberry sauce and other good edi- 
bles associated with that day of table bounty and good cheer. Why 
not have a universal Thanksgiving dinner in Atlanta this year? 
Otherwise, there may be homes within our municipal borders where 
joy comes not and hunger—real hunger—is but half appeased with 
irugal fare. Why not introduce into such homes the traditional 
Thanksgiving turkey and cranberry sauce? 

On Christmas morning the generality of Atlantans will enter 
into the blythe spirit of the Bethlehem nativity when they see their 
little ones, barefooted and in their night gowns, pull their well-fill- 
ed stockings down from the mantelpiece and distribute their con- 
tents about in high glee. 

There are many of Christ’s little ones in the city of Atlanta 
who will hang up no stockings Christmas eve if the filling of them 
is left to the parental Santa Claus. Why not make these unhappy 
children of the poor as happy as our own on Christmas morning? 

Why not have a universal Christmas in Atlanta this year? 

Let Christian Atlanta see to it! 

The Constitution makes this suggestion in support ef its con- 
tention that the effect of the late revival will be to make Atlanta in- 
finitely more charitable than would normally have been the case had 
no revival been held. 7 

We hold that the hearts of our people have been quickened to 
good .works—practical Christian works—by the recent great out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit with which this goodly community was 
blessed. So far from charity being a sufferer from the necessary ex- 
penditure to have such a revival in Atlanta, we believe charity 
will be distinctly a beneficiary.

Let the good Christian people who so generously contributed 
to the revival by purse and spirit see to it that as large a sum is 
raised for charity.

The Tuwnc Schools. 

The paper by Miss Adele Marie 
Shaw in the current World’s Work, 
entitled “How Successful Are the Pub 
‘ic Schools?” will be read with exce'’r 
iional interest, not alone by educators, 
but by all friends and patrons of the 
public wchools of the land. Miss 
Shaw has been carefully examining 
the methods of the schools of many 
states of the union, giving her con- 
clusions in a most ‘interesting scries 
of articles for the World's Work. The 
present article is, her summing up of 
the whole question. 

Among other things, Miss 
£ays: 

No one who knows the public schoo.s 
denies that the teachers are overwors 
ed and underpaid. They should receive 
higher salaries. At the same time, 
some normal] schools that I have visited 
should put less into note-books and more 
into trained intellect and character, and 
neither bribery, “pull,’ nor mere 
‘‘marks” shhould elect any man of woln- 
an to a teaching position. All these 
things have been efficacious in the past, 
and one or the other is still a power in 
most places. Good salaries should ve 
paid to teachers, but they should be 
earned. No man or woman of cheap 
and superficial ideals can give an equiv- 
alent of a good salary. A teacher whose 
language still has traces of dialect and 
whose fist is ready for the slow or 
daring pupil, may have a 99-per-cent 
knowledge of wood-carving or geagra- 
phy, and yet be an unfit teacher. 


Miss Shaw evidently thinks there is 
wwide room for improvement in the 
character and conduct of _ school 
boards. She says: 


Compared with the best, how do the 
majority of school authorities stand? 
The boards of education know some- 
thing about wallpaper, about coal, about 
the making of rubber hose. Some of 
them use that knowledge in the honest 
conduct of the school business, some 
misuse it at the expense of the pubiuic. 
I have found few places where 
€ven such school business as the pur- 
chase and distribution of supplies was 
well conducted. Grocers who carricd 
cn their business in the fashion of these 
“boards” would be despised as dishonest, 
careless, or incompetent. The position 
of board mhembers demands time, often 
much labor, ang there is seldom a salary 
attached. It fs a great deal to expect 
that they will give the time and labor 
without an equivalent. Granting that 
the equivalent !s more often political 
preferment than money, the boards are 
still unequal to their task. I have come 
across instance after instance where 
wood educators and disinterested men 
were crowded off the school board and 
— by politicians of an unworthy 
class. 


Miss Shaw seems to think that the 
greatest obstacle to the efficiency of 
our public school system lies in pop- 
ular ignorance concerning or indif.- 
ference “to the necessity of securing 
and paying for the best teaching:” 


Mcdern fads, when they are properly 
taught, are merely common sense in the 
school room, the use of material, hither- 
to wasted. by which children are given 
the practical control of their powers. 
They cost effort, time, money. That is 
the reason why one child has a good 
education {!n American public schools for 
ten thousand that have a poor educa- 
tion Our very attempts to improve 
the schools have often the opposite of- 
tect. Instead of enfranchising women 
teachers and taking them out of the 
power of the politicians, we are putling 
in more men, because they are men, The 
best schools must employ the best can- 
Gdidate, man or woman. Instead of 
training brain and rand to their bes: 
efficiency, we are in some places arbi- 
trarily fitting boys for this and girls 
for that. The result is a poorer equfp- 
ment for work, a shallower attitude to 
ward life. It is an ignorant man who 
is satisfied with the public school sys- 
tem of the Uni: States; and very 
ignorant man who is*hot proud of, it. 


We are glad to observe fhat last 
lone note of optimism. The public 
schools are not al] that they might be, 
but their defects are chiefly charge- 
able to an insufficient school fund. 
With more mcney, which they will 
obtain in the natura] evolution of pop- 
ular education in the United States, 
improvements now impossible or diffi- 
cult of attainment will be accom-

Editor Constitution: I have read with a 
great deal of interest the communication 
of your “Northern Republican in the 
Ranks,” and your editorial, “As the 
South Sees It,” in The Constitution of 
the |i5th instant. 

In my opinion, you touch upon the ker- 
nel of the situation in the following ex- 
tract from your editorial: | 
There are many southerners—perhaps 
most of them—who feel that if reduced 
representation in congress is to be the 
Payment for the elimination of the race 
issue as a disturbing factor, the price 
paid for the benefits to accrue would be 
reasonable indeed—so jong as such repre- 
sentation is based upon the list of qual- 
ified voters, north and south alike—con- 
taining the names of citizens about whose 
right to enjoy the franchise there can be 
no possible doubt. 

The individuals, or people, are worst 
fooled who fool themselves. We are con- 
fronted with the pitiful spectacle of the 
old Confederate States alone lined up on 
one side against all the others in the 
union on the other side. This presents a 
political alignment of the country on 
sectional lines, identica] with the military 
alignment we had in the war. The cause 
is unquestionably the race question. 

The negro has not. will not, and ought 
not, to ever dominate the southern coun- 
try. It is impossible to subject intelll- 
gence and property to the dominion of 
ignorance and poverty. While this Is 
true as to local affairs, it produces, un- 
der existing conditions, a hopeless isola- 
tion In national politics. There can be no 
dispute as to the situation, nor the cause 
of it. We have alone to dea] with the 
remedy. 

The remedy lies alone, in my judgment. 
in the legal disfranchisement of the ne- 
gro. The overshadowing necessity which 
causes Georgia to disfranchise by means 
of white primaries and the solidarity of 
the white people, and in other states by 
the subterfuge of grandfather clauses and 
like temporary devices in their constitu- 
tions, must necessarily perpetuate the 
present condition and _ situation, both 
north and south. The negro problem 1!s 
necessarily geographical] to the south. 

The action of the south therefore as- 
sumes a sectional character, and this 
gives reason why the balance of the 
country, ag the other section, consoli- 
dates its vote against the south. 

As intimated in your editorial, the 
south can wel! afford to pay the price of 
having its representation in congress and 
in the electoral college cut down, in or- 
der to secure the repeal of the fifteenth 
amendment of the federal constitution, 
which would allow each state to grant or 
withhold the franchise to the negro, ag its 

With the fifteenth amendment repealed 


free either to stay in the states whict 
would disfranchise him, or, if he pre- 
ferred the prviilege of voting to the 
superior opportunities for work furnished 
in the south, he might remove to an- 
other state, which did not see fit to dis- 
franchise him. The state that disfran- 
chises him would thus reduce her rep- 
resentation, and the state to which he 
removed would thus increase its repre- 
sentation. . 

The reduction of its representation can 
make no difference whatever to anybody 
in the south, except a few officeholders. 
We are now in a helpless minority, with- 
out the possibility of escape therefrom 
under existing conditions. The fact that 
our minority ts a little more, or a little 
less, makes no difference whatever. 

In my judgment one of the greatest 
possible incentives that could move the 
south to pay the price suggested, would 
be that the disfranchisement of the ne- 
gro by solving the race problem will do 
more to put an end to criminal assaults 
upon our white women than anything 
else could possibly do. 

I have recently discussed the propost- 
tion of a repeal of the fifteenth amend- 
ment as the true solution of the race 
problem, with at least 100 inelligent men, 
both republican and democrats, and every 
single one of them agrees that this is the 
true remedy. They all, however, incline 
to the opinion that it cannot be done. 
About one-half say that the north from 
sentimental reasons would not permit it, 
and the other half that the politicians of 
the south will oppose it. 

I disagree with both these reasons and 
believe that it ig to our true interest to 
start on a right foundation, and to quit 
temporizing and fooling ourselves about 
this race question. 


If the south will honestly go to the 
north with a proposition to disfranchise 
and reduce representation, I believe they 
will be met in a spirit of fairness and 
conciliation that will result in our get- 
ting relief. 

The trouble is that the north thinks we 
are disfranchising the negro while hold- 
ing on to the representation that his 
enumeration as a voter gives us’ This 
solidifies them against us. The proposi- 
tion of reducing representation would 
put us in the position of offering to 
pay the price for what we ask, and would 
at the same time offer to the north the 
inducement of a greater proportion of 
representation in the government. 

It is up to the south to deal frankly and

Editor A. H. Mecklin, of The Toccoa 
Record, Habersham county, who has 
taken an active part in the work for the 
new county, was in Atlanta yesterday, 
and was asked how the county movement 
Was progressing in Toccoa. 

‘All right,” replied Editor Mecklin. 
“Our people are satisfied that a new 
county is needed, and they are working 
for it. Any number of reasons might be 
assigned why we should have a new 
county. Our county, especially that sec- 
tion of it adjoining Toccoa, like the 
south Georgia counties, has greatly in- 
creased in population during the past 
ten or fifteen years, so much so, indeed, 
that it is estimated that our district pays 
nearly half of the taxes of the entire 
county. The south Georgia counties are 
asking for new counties because of the 
greatly increased population. We make 
the same claim. The population of our 
section has trebled in the last ten years. 
We are !6 miles from the county seat, 
and Toccoa mountain, a mean, rocky hill 
2,500 feet high, lies between us and our 
county seat. We are getting tired of 
climbing this mountain. ~own.in Frank- 
jin county, adjoining us, from which 
county we want to get some area, the 
people have the sathe complaint—it is 15 
miles or more to Carnesville, the county 
geat, and the roads are I5 feet deep in 
mud during the winter. The people in 
that county are really clamoring for a 
new county becauee they want to get rid 
of so much mud and long riding to at- 
tend to their court house business. 

“Then we think we are entitled to a 
new county because we have such an im-

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mense population. The new county pro- 
posed wil! have in the neighborhood of 
15,000 population—there are severa] coun- 
ties in the state with less. We think we 
have a good new county case because 
we are the principal tax payers of Haber- 
sham county. I am not rure about this, 
but I think Toccoa and Toccoa district 
pay nearly half of the taxes of the en- 
tire county. We think that thesg facts 
give us the same grounds for asking for 
a néw county that the south Georgia 
counties have, where the cases are 
identical,” 
To Be Named “Piedmont.”’ 

Editor Mecklin gays the general opinion 
is that the proposed county, should it be 
permitted, will be named Piedmont, 

‘“‘We have a local committee,”’ said Mr. 
Mecklin, ‘‘who are working hard for the 
new county. This committee has such 
men upon it as Judge J. B. Jones, one 
of the leading jawyers of north Georgia, 
and who is doing a great deal to furtha 
the movement. Judge Jones Is ably aa- 
sisted by Colonel] Barrett, Dr. Jeff Davis, 
Seip Simpson and Dr. Edge, who is treas- 
urer of the local new county organiza- 
tion. 

‘There is not a more populous section,” 
said. Editor Meckiin, “in north Georgia 
than Toccoa and the tributary country. 
We are forging ahead in all lines. We 
have two strong cotton mills, two banks, 
two or three manufacturing concerns, 
and we are recognized by all our neigh- 
bofs as being the hustlers of this section. 
They agree with our people that we 
should have a new county, and we agree 
with ourselves that we are going to have 
one.

HALL Mamie DeCris, the Savan- 
S nah “diamond queen,’’ whose pres- 

ence in the state penitentiary cre- 
ated considerable of a stir as the result 
of a flogging administered by one of the 
deputy wardens, be granted a pardon on 
the eve of the exptration of her sentence? 

This is a question that now confronts 
the prison commission and the members 
of that body are giving it careful con- 
sideration. The term of Mamie DeCris 
expires on Monday, November 2!. She 
has, therefore. only four more days to 
remain at the state prison farm. A 
pardon could do her no good, therefore, 
so far as cutting short her term of ser- 
vice is concerned, for if it were granted 
she would be released but a day be- 
fore the end of her term. 

There are other considerations, there- 
fore, that will prompt the commission, 
should it decide to grant the pardon. 
While the woman has not asked directly 
for a pardon, she has practically done so 
in a letter to the commission in which 
she states she has profited much by her 
term of imprisonment and it ts her desire 
now to live an upright and an honest life, 
She wishes to go forth into the world 
again with as little handicap as possible, 

The only assistance which the state can 
render her in this direction is to grant 
her a pardon, thus removing from her 
the brand of a felon. Would that be an 
incentive, and aid to her in carrying out 
her good resolutions, or would it be dan- 
gerous to place in the hands of a criminal] 
an instrument which might possibly be of 
Some assistance should she retunn to 
crime? This is the difficult problem which 
confronts the commission in its con- 
iderstion of the case. On the one hand 
is simply the question of mercy un- 
qualified by consideration of what the 
future may have in store; on the other, 
a question of justice, not alone to the 
woman, but also to society. 

The commission will give the matter 
careful consideration before taking defi- 
nite action, but will probably decide the

Cut In Convict Fund. 


Inquiries have come from many séc- 
tions of the state as to why the appor- 
tlonment of school money from convict 
hire for the third quarter of the vear 
was so small. For the second qurater 
of the year, which was the first quarter 
under the new convict lease, about $55,- 
000 was distributed among the counties 
of the state which do not use felony con- 
victs. But for the last quarter, which 
ended September 30, there was only about 
$25,000 distributed. The counties which 
receive school funds from this source 
were at a loss to understand the cutting 
down of their apportionment. 

The reason of it is that heretofore the 
state has peen advancing money to pay 
the expenses Ol une prison department, 
Wrich must come out of the proceeds 
from convict iabor. Then when § tne 
quarier’s rental was received the state 
would take Out what it had expended. 
As a resuit of this it recently bappened 
tnat the Warrant of the prison commis- 
sion for October's expenses had to be heid 
up until the iundg ior ihe third quarter 
were received. 

To Obviate any difficulty of this kind 
in the future, it was decided by the stace 
authorities to take out what the state 
had advanced from other funds, and 
@iso to take oul enough to pay expenses 
vi the prison department during tiie last 
quarter of the year. For this reason, 
aoout $57,000 was deducted frum the 
$82,000 received from convict hire, and 
only about $25,000 was distributed. In 
the future, only one quarter’s expenses 
Will be deducted and tne counties en- 
titled to the money from this source 
wiil hereafter receive their full share ofr 
auywhere from $50,000 to $60,000
